by Reno Wheelmen in Relay 


Race With Oakland 


Sunday __was a notable day for the 


rleno wheelmen. 
Not only did they 


*vin by nearly a mile over the Oakland 
cyclers, but Carter established a new 
five-mile record, cutting it from 11.54 
to 11.39. His ride was the fastest ever 
made in the west for the.distanoe. The 
time for the five miles was as follows: 
2.13, 
2.16, -2,23 
9-10, 2.26 and 2.21. 


Carter and Ole Peckham divided the 


chief honors in Sunday's race. Carter 
owered the record and Peckham saved 
the day for the Reno wheelmen by 
opening the gap and riding away from 
his opponent on the Oakland team. 
' Merchon and Hancock started the 
•ace, the Reno man winning out by a 
close/margin on the finish."- On the 
second relay McKenzie made a fakfe 
pick-up, permitting Trego, the Oakland, 
rider,' to pass him. Trego, however, 
rode in great form and stuck rig-ht be- 
hind McKenzie when he went past. 
The wind started to blow and the 
men rode four miles under great 3ifH- 
culty, 
The rain, however, made 
It 


impossible for them to proceed and 
they shook hands in front of the grand- 
.stand, dismounted and went under cov- 
er until it was possible to resume 
the 


struggle. 
On the finish McKenaie beat 


out Trego by a. few inches at the tape. 


In the next relay Ole Peckham 
was 


pitted against Smith, the Reno rider 
fell back duplicating McKenzie's per- 
formance. 
Smith led the way almost 


a mile, then he cut loose and rose at a 
terrific pace, beating his opponent by 
about three-eights of a mile. 
There 


was no change until TJpdyke came on 
the scene in the fifth relay, losing the 
ground that had been gained by Peck- 
ham. 
This left the two teams about 


even. 


Carter then started his phenomenal 


i ide, opening a gap of a half mile, an'd 
during his ride he lowered the coast 
record, clipping fifteen seconds from 
the mark previously established. 


G. Jphnson and W. S. Burke each 


gained some ground on their relay and 
Avanzino held his own. When Knox 
came up for the final relay, the Reno 
wheelmen were a full three-quarters 
of a mile in^the lead. 


tThe Oakland riders, seeing that the 


lace was lost, fell back a quarter of a 
mile, making Reno's lead one mile. 
The two final'men, Knox for Reno," and
